VINCENT AND LARKINS ARRESTED. 


Charged with Complicity in Renpath's 
Alleged Swindling Transactions. 
Patrick Larkins, proprietor of two saloons, 
and Francis P. Vincent, a real estate dealer, 
both said to be co-workers with Francis J. 
Renpath in his alleged crooked business 
transactions, were arrested yesterday by 
Detectives Plunkett and Fay of the Central 
Police Station, and are charged with con- 
spiring to defraud. A warrant has also been 
issued for the arrest of Renpath, but the 

police have been unable to find him. 

The arrests were the result of a conference 
of attorneys held yesterday morning in the 
law offices of Ogden, Blakely & Holcomb, 
No. 79 Clark street, and of agents repre- 
senting ten prominent business firms of 
Chicago. Other firms not represented at the 
meeting have also been made victims of the 
fieged swindlers, who, it is claimed, have 
secured more than $50,000 by their schemes.

It was learned through the detectives the 
property secured by the alleged fraudulent 
methods was secreted and then sent to auc- 
tion houses in New York and other cities, 
where it has been sold. The methods adopt- 
ed to dispose of the property, the atiorneys 
of the various firms believe, are sufficient 
evidence of frauds to warrant the charge 
with which the prisoners will be confronted. 

Francis P. Vincent was called in by Chief 
Badenoch and questioned concerning the 
matter. He at first disclaimed any know!- 
edge of a swindle and denied having removed 
property obtained from business firms froin 
one place to another in order to secrete it, but 
later, it is claimed, admitted he had done so. 

The origin of the alleged swindle dates 
back about four months. At that time 
Renpath, it is said, owned a considerable 
amount of property. One of his associates, 
it is claimed, would be sent to a business 
house to purchase all the way from $200 to 
$1,000 worth of goods. He would present a 
note maturing in ninety days, indorsed by 
Renpath, who was well recommended by 
commercial agencies, and the customer had 
no difficulty in making the purchase. None 
of the notes, it is claimed, has been paid, 
and Renpath, it is said, has disposed of all 
his Chicago property. 


FIRE LOSS AT CLINTON, WISCONSIN. 
Postofiice and ‘So ey a aR Build- 
ings Burn—Believed Incendiary. 


Clinton, Wis., March 16.—[(Special.]—Fire 
here today inflicted a loss of from $75,000 to 
$100,000. The large stock of general mer- 
chandise of Crosier Bros. is a total loss; 
also the Y. M. C. A. fixtures, the buildings, 
and much of the stocks and fixtures of H. 
B. Colegrove, harness maker; Harden & 
Foltz, meat market; Northway’s) news 
stand and restaurant, Woodward's drug 
store, Johnson & Seavert’s millinery store, 
Pangborn’s shoe store, Selkirk’s harness 
shop, the postoffice, and the residence of 
H. Olmstead. The course of the fire was 
checked by a stone building with iron shut- 
ters. The Janesville department came with 
their chemical engine, but arrived too late 
to be of service. The well to the system of 
waterworks was being repaired, so no water 
of consequence could be had. The fire is 
the second one recently, and is believed to 
have been incendiary in its origin. 

Cleveland, O., March 16.—Fire of an un- 
known origin carly this morning destroyed 
the four-story brick building at No. 747 
Cedar avenue, owned by the F. H. Kimball 
estate, and an adjoining residence owned 
by H. A. Vaughan. The Kimball building 
was occupied by a number of manufactur- 
ing concerns, all of whom lost everything. 
The lost on the building and contents will 
approximate $45,000, with an insurance of 
about two-thirds. The night watchman of 
the Kimball, a new man who had been 
temporarily employed, and whose name 
cannot at present be learned, is missing, and 
it is feared that he has been burned to death. 

Georgetown, Ind., March 16.—The Lake 
Erie and St. Louis tunnel, 300 feet in length, 
caught fire at an early hour this morning 
and the entire woodwork was burned out. 
It will take several days to clear away the 
débris. ™ 

Yreka, Cal., March 16.—[(Special.|—A fire 
at Actna Mills this morning burned the 
larger portion of the town. The postoffice 
was burned and nothing saved. The insur- 
ance is small. The largest hotel in the town 
was completely destroved. Avttna Mills is a 
small but enterprising town of about 300 
people, located about thirty-five miles west 
of the railroad. It is reached by stage from 
Montague. 

Fort Scott, Kas., March 16.—The Star Ho- 
tel, a large two-story frame building, was 
burned to the ground at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Thirty occupants barely escaped with 
their lives. Some of the waiter-giris anl 
women guests jumped from the rear win- 
dows, receiving slight injuries. J. D. De- 
pew of Ohio was badly burned about the 
face and neck. M. L. Waltermire, the pro- 
prietor, and his wife were singed by the 
flames. The hotel and adjoining building 
were consumed. Loss on buildings about 
$25,000, uninsured . 

Muncie, Ind., March 16.—[{Special.]—A tank 
at Ball Bros.’ glass works broke today, scat- 
tering molten glass in all directions. Fifty 
men barely escaped with their lives. Loss 
$5,000.

The officers 
who had refused to leave the regiment with 
the eleven who resigned last. week realized 
the critical point had. arrived in the history 
of the regiment. They made every endeavor 
to induce their men to promise to appear in 
uniform at the armory today, but on Satur- 
day they realized it would be hard to drum 
up much more than enough to make a decent 
firing squad for a sutler’s funeral. 

As a Captain last night put it, ‘* The pa- 
rade of the Seventh would have consisted 
chiefly of Col. Colby and the band.’’ 

Adjutant-General Hilton was notified and 
came up from Springfield on Sunday and 
with three of the officers of the regiment 
called upon Col. Colby. After talking over 
the generally demoralized condition of the 
organization and the impossibility of restor- 
ing the proper military spirit té the Seventh, 
Col. Colby said for the good of the regiment 
he would resign. Realizing a St. Patrick's 
day parade without the Seventh, which has 
appeared on these occasions from the time 
it was first organized as the old Hibernian 
Rifles, would be like the play of *“‘ Hamiet " 
with Hamlet left out. Col. Colby said he would 
not stand on theorder of his resignation, but 
resign ‘at once.

BACKERS OF SCHEME NOT KNOWN, 


One of the most important ordinances 


Chicago's Common Council has seen in many 
days sifted into the proceedings last night 
and was submitted without reading, com- 
ment, or debate to the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys South. Ald. Gleason of the First 
Ward sent it up to the Clerk’s desk, where 
it lay untouched for a long thne at the bot- 
tom of a huge pile of embryo legislation. 

It seeks to give the Metropolitan Traction 
company the right to build an underground 
System of railways in the City of Chicago. 

The proposed route is wide in its scope and . 
is largely optional with the company. It be- 
gins on the West Side—in Twelfth street be- 
tween Halsted and Jefferson, thence south 
to Sixty-fifth or Seventy-fifth street: or In 
Twelfth between Stewart and Wentworth 
avenues, thence south to Sixty-fifth or Sev- 
enty-fiftth street. It goes from Halsted street 
at Sixty-fifth to Stony Island avenue and 
also to the city limits between Halsted street 
and Cottage Grove avenue extended: from 
Cottage Grove avenue east to the lake be- 
tween Ninety-fifth and One Hundred and 
Third streets and from Cottage Grove ave- 
nue east to the State Hhe between One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-third and One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth streets. 


Details of Peaibehiue telvenial 

The company, according to the draft, can 
operate loops, connect, and contract with 
other roads to use its tracks. From the 
terminal of the underground line at Sixty- 
Fifth street, south to One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth street and east to the lake, 
the structure may be elevated, surface, or 
tramways, without grade crossings. 

The ordinance allows the company to tun- 
nel under the river and seemingly anything 
to carry the project into execution. It would 
allow the transfer of freight at Twelfth and 
Halsted streets. and Twelfth street and 
Stewart avenue to points on Lake Michigan 
and Lake Calumet. The reverse of this 
propositicn is true and under its provision 
freight for Lakes Calumet and Michigan 
could be whirled into easy reach of the busi- 
ness districts. 

These are only a few of the points covered 
by Ald. Gleason’s ordinance. It is said to 
contemplate a system of underground elec- 
tric railway, connecting all the passenger 
railway stations in the city, at least it is 
said to be broad enough to cover these 
points. | . 

; ' Planned After | dh, > 
Some time ago a party of Chicad bani 
ists seriously considered the advisabilit¥ o 
this project. They saw the enormous 
growth of Chicago and realized to the utmost 
the need of some meats of conveying pas- 
sengers from one railway station to another. 
A careful study is said to have been made 
of London’s underground roads, and it was 


thought by the use of electrical appliances 


many. of the obnoxious features—dust, 
smoke, etc.—of the London lines could be 
obviated almost entirely. Experts are said 
to have looked Chicago over thoroughly 
after the results of the investigation were 
made known. 

According to. well-defined report the Met- 
ropolitan Traction company contemplates, 
among other things, exactly this project. 
It is proposed under the ordinance to make 
an underground electric road in the shape 
of a semicircle or, possibly, belt, connecting 
the Illinois Central at Park row, the Polk 


street staticn,’ the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore on Van Buren street, the 
Wisconsin Central and Baltimore and 


Ohio at Fifth avenue and Harrison, the 
Union Station on Canal, and the Chicago 
and Northwestern on the North Side. By 
this means of underground transit passen- 
gers might be quietly and safely transported 
from one station to another without the 
delay incident to transportation through the 
crowded streets of the city. 
About Right of Way. 

Sec. 3 of the ordinance is said to cover this 
branch of the mammoth enterprise. The ter- 
ritory involved is not specifically covered by 
the right of way set out. The idea may ob- 
tain to add it, if need be, by amendment be- 
fore the committee’ to which it has been re- 
ferred, 

The ordinance makes an annual compensa- 
ticn clause of 3 per cent of gross earnings 
into the City Treasury. .It provides the com- 
pany shall bear all expense resulting from 
damage to property-owners. The wording of 


the document is nicely shaded, and would . 


give indication of preparation to head off 
possible objection from parties or corpora- 
tions having vested rights. - 
Provision is made for the carrying of gas 
rains, electric wires, etc., belonging to cor- 
porations, in the conduits of the company in 
cases where the company infringes thereon. 
The wires of plants belanging to the city are

: tion is fixed at fifty years, and the 
ort am makes specific provision for the 
optional purchase by the city of the plant at 
the expiration of its official life. 

Some Onlookers Gaze Ahead. 

Some who heard of the ordinance after its 
introduction last night suggested an idea 
as to one of its aims. According to some 
shrewd men the promoters of the ordinance 
must have been firm in the faith that at 
some time or other, near or remote, the Gen- 
eral Government would take up with Maj. 
Marshall’s idea, and the Chicago River as 
a thoroughfare for shipping be declared @ 
thing of the past and @ nonentity. 

The Metropolitan Traction company, it 
was observed, if it got its ordinance, 
would be in the right place. All lake com- 
merce would find warehouses, etc., at South 
Chicago and Lake Calumet. The freight 
carried must be brought into the center ef 
Chicago, and no common carrier 
transport it as cheaply and with as much 
facility as this company, with receiving 
points on Lakes Michigan and Calumet and 
termini on both sides of the river near 
Twelfth and Halsted and Twelfth and Went- 
worth.

Will Be a Delegate-at-Large from Min- 
nesota to the Convention. 

Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.J— 
Ex-Senator Washburn of Minnesota does 
not propose to stay turned down on account 
of his defeat for the Senatorship by Knute 
Nelson, but will be very much in evidence 
at the approaching State convention. It 
was suggested that Mr. Washburn should 
be sent to the national convention at St. 
Louis as one of the delegates from Minne- 
apolis, but this propositon was promptly 
vetoed by the friends of Charlie Pillsbury, 
the big miller, who think their-man entitled 
to this honor and have fixed the slate ac- 
cordingly. 7 

Washburn’s friends, however, were con- 
ceded his choice as a delegate-at-large from 
the State, and this was acquiesced in as the 
best thine they could get under the circum- 
stances. This action on the part of the Re- 
publicans of Minnesota, and particularly 
those in the vicinity of the Twin Cities,-—is 
interpreted to mean that Senator Knute 
Nelson will not be one of the delegates-at- 
large to the Republican convention at St. 
Louis next June. At any rate, the Pillsbury 
and Washburn men have joined forces, and 
with fire in their eyes and matches in their 
pockets are going to see that their ticket 
for. delegates-at-large goes through with a 
whirl. 

Mr. Washburn has never forgiven Knute 
Nelson for the part the Norwegian giant 
took in defeating his aspirations for another 
term at Washington, and purposes making 
his power felt at the national convention.

AFTER AN EMPTY HONOR 


JOHN G. CARLISLE WISHES THE DE™. 
OCRATIC NOMINATION, 


Is Expected to Amnounce Uis Candi. 
dacy for the Gift in the Hands of 
the Chicago Convention at an Early 
Day — Will Await a Statement by 
Grover Cleveland, Said to Be Forth. 
coming Seon, That He Will Not Run 
Again. ° 

Washington, D. C., March 16.—Secretary 
Carlisle is a candidate for the Presidential 
nomination at Chicago, and a publie an- 
nouncement to that effect will soon be made 
by one of the Secretary’s close friends inthe 
Senate. 

This announcement, however, will not be 
made until President Cleveland has formal- 
ly stated his purpose not to permit his name 
to be used in the convention in connection 
with a third term. It is learned on excellent 
authority that the President has fully de- 
cided upon this course, and it is expected 
he will make known his determination with- 
ina shorttime. Although Secretary Olney’s 
name has been considered with favor by 
Democratic leaders, it is known that he 
does not desire the nomination. It is un- 
doubtedly true that Mr. Carlisle's candidacy 
will have the support of Mr. Cleveland and 
the members of the Cabinet. He will go be- 
fore the convention as the representative 
of the “‘sound money” views of the ad- 
ministration. His friends in conducting the 
canvass for Mr. Carlisle’s nomination wiil 
urge that it be made upon a sound money 
platform, and if he be successful at Chicago 
will then make this issue prominent in the 
campaign leading up to the November elec- 
tions. 

Writes Regarding Silver. 

Representative Patterson of Tennessee has 
received from Secretary Carlisle the follow- 
ing letter in response to ex-Speaker Crisp’s 
declaration that silver had received un- 
friendly treatment at the Secretary’s hands: 

‘** Treasury Department, Office of the Sec- 
retary, Washington, D. C.,.March 16—Josiah 
Fatterson: Your favor of Feb. 17 was duly 
received, and ought to have been answered 
at once, but the pressure of official business 
has compelled me to delay a response until 
now. You state that.in a speech delivered 
by Charles F. Crisp in the House of Repre- 
sentatives Feb. 14 that gentleman said: 

‘** Hie s:meaning the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury) refuses to give silver for gold because 
he must hold the silver to pay the silver cer- 
tificates and Sherman notes issued under the 
act of 1890, and when a Sherman note 
issued under the act of 180 is presented he 
redeems it in gold and not in silver... What 
mockery is this? What sort of friendiy 
treatment is accorded silver by this law and 
the practice that obtains at the Treasury of 
the United States?’ 

‘‘ And you ask me to ‘ state fully how you 
(1) have dealt with the silver currency since 
your (my) incumbency of the office of Sec- 


retary of the Treasury, and whether you (I) | 


have, in dealing with the subject discredited 
silver.’ 
Gold and Silver Treated Alike. 

‘“‘In answer to your question I can only 
say that in all the operations of the Treas- 
ury Department during my administration 
of its affairs the legal tender gold and sil- 
ver coins of the United States. have been 
treated precisely alike, except that greater 
efforts have been made to keep silver coin 
in circulation than have been made to keep 
gold coin in circulation. The amount paid 
out by the department in silver coins and 
silver: certificates ereatly exceeds the 
amount paid out in gold coins and gold cer- 
tificates and in no instance has the least 
discrimination been made against silver or 
its paper representative. In no instance 
have silver or silver certificates been re- 
fused in payment of a debt or demand due 
the government, and in no instance has the 
government refused to pay silver coins or 
silver certificates tn discharge of its obli- 
gations when the holders of the obligations 
demanded or requested such payment. When 
I'nited States notes or Treasury notes are 
presented for redemption gold is paid if it 
is demanded, and if silver is demanded sil- 
ver is paid. Thus the coins of the two met- 
als are treated exactly alike in making pay- 
ments by the government. as well as in the 
discharge of debts due to the government. 

Encourage Use of Silver. 

“Tt has always been the policy of the 
Treasury Department to encourage the use 
of silver to the largest possible extent, and 
in order to accomplish this: standard silver 
dollars will be sent by express at the ex- 
pense of the government to any one who will 
deposit an equivalent amount in silver cer- 
tificates or in Treasury notes of 1890 with 
the United States Treasurer or any assistant 
treasurer, or with a national bank depos- 
itory, and subsidiary silver coins will be 
sent by express at the expense of the govern- 
ment to any one who will deposit with such 
officers or banks any kind of United-States 
currency or national bank notes; but gold 
is not sent to anybody free of charge. 

“Tn August, 1898, there was a great and 
unusual demand in nearly every part of the 
country for currency of small denomina- 
tions, and in its attempts to supply this de- 
mand the Treasury Department paid out in 
defraying the expenses of the government 
and in exchange for other forms of currency 
all the silver that could be lawfully used for 
these purposes, so that for a short period It 
was compelled to suspend payment in stan- 
dard silver dollars except in the redemption 
of silver certificates and Treasury notes of 
1890. The law authorizing the issue of silver 
certificates upon deposits of silver provides 
that ‘the coin deposited for or representing 
the certificates shail be retained in the Treas 
ury for the payment of the same on demand. 


Violation of Law. 

“Tt is therefore plain that whenever the 
amount of silver dollars in the Treasury 
does not exceed the amount of silver certifi- 
cates outstanding the Secretary of the 
Treasury cannot, without violation of law, 
pay out such silver except for the redemp- 
tion of certificates. At such times he has no 
more right to excahnge silver dollars for 
gold than he has to pay them out in any 
other unauthorized manner. 

‘But there is also another fund in the 
Treasury which is required by law to be 
held for a different purpose. It consists of 
the bullion and the standard silver dollars 
coined from.the bullion purchased under the 
act of July 14, 1890. That act provides for 
the purhcase of silver bullion at the market 
price and the issue of Treasury notes in 
payment for it, and it also declares that ‘ No 
greater or less amount of such notes shall 
be outstanding at any time than the cost of 
the silver bullion and the standard silver 
dollars coined therefrom, then held in the 
Treasury, purchased by such notes.’ Under 
this provision the Secretary is required to 
keep in the Treasury at all times an amount 
of silver bullion at its cost price and in stan- 
dard silver dollars coined from the purchased 
bullion exactly equal to the amount of 
Treasury notes outstanding: and he cannot, 
therefroe, lawfully use such standard silver 
dollars except for the redemption and can- 
cellation of Treasury notes. 


Letter to the Senate. 

“ My letter to the United States Senate, 
upon which Mr. Crisp’s statement seems to 
have been based, was written Aug. 17, 1893, 
and at that time there was no free silver in 
the Treasury; that is, there were no standard 
silver dollars in the Treasury, except suc 
as the law required to be held for the redemp- 
tion of silver certificates and the Treasury 
notes of 1890, and these redemptions were 
made at all times during that month and 
every other month when these forms of cur-

London, March 16.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.j—Two Cabinet meet- 
ings today, one in Berlin, attended by great 
excitement, and one in London, with Wol- 
seley dancing attendance, indicate a ticklish 
condition of affairs, .which many predict 
must end soon with blows between the great 
powers. 

The action of the Czar in conferring a dis- 
tinguished order on King Menelek is re- 
garded in Germany in the same manner as 
Emperor William’s telegram to Kruger was 
regarded two months ago. Here in En- 
giand a two hours’ session of the Cabinet in 
regard to the Dongola campaign against the 
dervishes, followed by a discussion. in the 
House of Commons, seems to indicate that 
Salisbury means to push English control far 
down the Nile to meet the British holdings 
in Uganda and Victoria Nyanza, and to 
cement together the parts of the great Af- 
rican Empire, which is the Tory dream. 

If Salisbury really plans this he is at least 
logical. He has never failed or ceased to 
condemn the Gladstone government for its 
failure to rescue Gordon. He has never 
ceased to argue that the Soudan should 
never have been abandoned. 

Shadow of Gladstone. 

Sir William Harcourt, speaking like the 
shadow of Gladstone, warned the Tories that 
if his first step was the policy of advance 
it was a step of the most perilous character, 
which ought to be strongly condemned and 
will be strenuously opposed. 

This is also logical on the liberal side. What 
he means by “ perilous character "’ is easy to 
understand and many share his belief. The 
reason is that France is keenly interested 
in preventing the southward spread of En- 
glish power in Egypt. Whoever will look 
up the map of Africa will see that France, 
beginning with Senegambia, on the west 
coast, has slowly crept further and further 
inland until it now holds fortified positions 
two-thirds of the way across. 


Not on the Map. 


But what the map does not show is thatat 
east one French expedition is»believed to 

ave already proceeded far toward the 
sources of the Nile. If France can hold 
these soui.es it holds Egypt at its mercy 
because it can divert the waters of the Nile 
and destroy the whole value of Egypi, 
which is entirely dependent on the annua) 
overfiow. 

England has long more than suspected 
this to be Italy’s design. Meantime, since 
the French are large investors in Egyptian 
bonds it is likely any moment to protest 
against ithe use of any money in the 
Egyptian treasury for the support of the 
present war against the dervishes. 


Strain at the Cupitals. 


Then, again, at the four cardinal points Is 
the peace of Europe put to an intense strain 
~—in London, Paris, Berlin, and St. Peters- 
burg. I find no one here who fancies that 
synipathy for Italy is at the bottom of this 
sudden move on the part of Englard in the 
Soudan. All believe it to be a Tory move to 
regain lost prestige, appealing to the pa- 
triotism of the public to regain what Britain 
lost when Gordon was killed. The whole 
movement was as sudden and unexpected 
as the explosion of a powder magazine. 


Dervishes Marching On. 


The news made public by Mr. Curzon in 
the House of Commons tonight to the effect 
that 20,000 dervishes were moving against 


three objective points is, after all, given’ 


out by the government as nothing more than 
a rumor. It is no»news that the Mahdi's 
fanatics are advancing on the isolated Italian 
force at Kassala. It was long expected that 
this would happen, and it was foreseen 
that they must die. for the Mahdi’s leaders 
are no such gentlemen as Menelek proved 
himself to be. But the English are not to 
be aroused by the plight of Italy, while the 
Tories hope that by an effort to reconquer 
the Soudan they may weld the whole nation 
behind time. 

So once again Salisbury is playing with 
fire, as he did in the Venezuela case, and at 
the time of Emperor William's telegram.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


BILL FOR THE RELIEF OF THE S8U-. 
PREME COURT DEFEATED. 


7. 


Measure Taking Awny the Right of 
' Appeal to the Federal Tribunal of 
Final Jurisdiction Passes the Sen- 
ute and Is Lost in the House 
Through the Lack of Preparation 
of the Chairman of the Committce 
Having It in Charge. 

Washington, D. C., March 16.—{Special.J— 
Owing to bad management on the floor of 
the House a well intentioned effort to re- 
lieve the pressure of business in the United 
States Supreme Court has come to naught. 
About twelve years ago the first step was 
taken in the Federal Courts toward permit- 
ting an appeal in criminal cases. Previous 
to that time the District Courts had final 
jurisdiction in such cases,‘and on the whole 
the system worked remarkably well. Then 
for some reason legislation was passed per- 
mitting an appeal to the Circuit Court. 
This clogged up the latter court in all the 
heavy circuits, but it did not satisfy the 
criminal lawyers. In 1891 a law was passed 
‘permitting a direct appeal to the Supreme 
Court: The result of this has been an enor- 
mous increase in the business of the court 
of last resort, and the black gowned Justices 
frequently find themselves compelled to de- 
vote considerable time to trivial criminal 
“cases. Where a man’s life or liberty is in 
jeopardy the case is, of course, advanceu on 
the docket to the exclusion of other business. 

It frequently happens that while great 
lawyers who appear in cases involving mill- 
ions are hanging around hotel lobbies wait- 
ing for their trial number to be called the 
Supreme Court of tlfe United States is en- 
gaged in solemn consultation over some in- 
naa infraction of the internal revenue 

ws. 

At the meeting of the National Bar Asso- 
ciation last summer Justice Brown delivered 
an able address advocating the abolition of 
the right of appeal in criminal cases, and 
he proposed this should be applied ta State 
as well as Federal Courts. 

A bill was passed by the Senate a short 
time ago removing criminal cases from the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. It was 
Flupposed the measure would pass the House 


- without difficulty, but when it came up this 


rnoon under suspension of the rules Mr. 
ew Hampshire, who had the bill 
in charge, had not fortified himself with 
facts and so the measure was defeated in 
spite of the offer to put on an amendment 
allowing an appeal in cases of manslaughter 
or thu er. The result of this defeat in the 
House will be that the docket of the Su- 
preme Court will continue ta be clogged with 
a, criminal cases, which should have 
n finally decided in the court below. 


ALDRICH ON M’KINLEY’S PROSPECTS. 


Chicago Congressman Acting Tem- 
porarily as Reed's Lieutenant. 

Washington, D. C., March 16.—{Special.]— 
Just at the present time the campaign man- 
agers of Reed and McKinley are busy giv- 
ing out statements of the relative strength 
of their two leaders, and it is particularly 
noticeable that theirgestimates cannot be 
made to agree in any particular, either on 
the delegates already elected or thosé still 
to be chosen. During the temporary ab- 
sence of Joe Manley, Mr. Reed’s lieutenant 
here, Representative Aldrich of Chicago 
has taken his place. In discussing the num- 
ber of recent tables and interviews giving 
figures Mr. Aldrich pitched on some state- 
ments made recently by Representative 
Grosvenor, the Congressional manager for 
McKinley, in which an attempt was made 
to show that the opponents of the Ohio man 


were getting up baseless contests in the | 


Bouth. 

“That’s all stuff,”’ said Mr. Aldrich. 
“ There are contestants for McKinley in the 
Ninth Georgia District, all of the Mississip- 
pi districts, and the First, Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh, Ninth, and Eleventh Districts of 
Texas.

All the Republicans of all the Unitied States 
have a right to be heard in the matter of this 
nomination, and no man has the right to put 
up a board ona free and say ‘ no hunting nor 
fishing allowed on these grounds,’ and there 
is nothing whatever in the proposition save 
and except only the question of good policy. 
“The ex-Secretary of the Navy states 
that it_is no’w pertinent to inquire into Mc- 
Kinley’s personat financial affairs. It is a 
novel proposition. It is rather new in a po- 
litical campaign that the promoters of an- 
ether man’s candidacy shall be permitted 
to file interrogatories and attach them to 
their bill. of complaint and demand an- 
swers in the court of politics.

FIELDS TELLS STORY OF MURDER. 
He Beat Mrs. Randolph to Death with 
Flatiron and Lemon-Squeecer. 

Edward G. McIntosh was exonerated yes- 
terday of the charge of murdering Mrs. Ellen 
Randolph, No. 2458 Dearborn: street, Feb. 
%) When Alfred C. Fields was brought 
before Judge Baker he pleaded guilty and 
acknawledged MelIntosh, who was indicted 
with him, was innocent. Sentence will be 
pronounced on Thursday. 

Judge Baker read the law to the prisoner 
and asked him if he understood that under 
the plea the court might inflict the death 
penalty. Fields said he did. With this un- 
derstanding Judge Baker called for the evi- 
dence in the case. 

Chief of Police Badenoch read a long con- 
fession, made to him and Inspector Fitzpat- 
rick by Fields the day following the murder. 
In this confession Fields implicated Mc- 
Intosh, and said the latter had told him to 
kill Mrs. Randolph. He said he had hidden 
the $25 given him by McIntosh in a shoe and 
placed the latter in a locker at the Lexington 
Hotel, where he was employed as elevator 
boy. The shoe was found. It contained $23. 
The other $2 was found in a pasteboard box. 

Iields was then called to the stand. He 
was cool as he confessed to Judge Baker he 
had killed Mrs. Ellen Randolph. He said 
Mcintosh was innocent and had nothing to 
do with the crime, and all stories told by 
him to the police concerning McIntosh were 
false. Fields said he had been intimate with 
Mrs. Randolph, and on the morning of the 
murder he went to her room. There was no 
one else in the house. 

She asked him to pay her some money he 
owed her, and they quarreled. Mrs. Ran- 


dolph sprang out of bed and threw him out of | 


the room, Fields said. As she did so she 
seized a lemon squeezer on a table, and 
Fields took a flatiron from the stove. He 
struck the woman with this, knocking her 
down. Then he struck her a dozen times 
with the fiatiron, and seizing the lemon 
squeezer from her hand he beat her over the 
head with that. 

“Then I picked her up and carried her to 
the bed and got some water and began wash- 
ing her face,’’ said Fields. ‘She died while 
I was doing this. She asked metogetacloth 
and wash her face. That was the last thing 
she said. I washed the,blood off the flatiron 
and the lemon squeezer, and wiped blood off 
the floor. I saw Mrs. Randolph's pocket- 
book on the stand. I took it. It contained 
$25. This is the money I hid in the shoe. 
Before I left the house I set fire to the bed. 
When the fire broke out I returned, but they 
would not-let me in.’”’ 

There is considerable speculation as tothe 
sentence Judge Baker will inflict upon Fields. 
It is rare for a Judge to impose the extreme 
penalty on @ plea of guilty to a charge of 
murder. Usually life imprisonment or a 
long term of years in prison is the sentence. 

The case against McIntosh will probably 
be dismissed today.

WENT FOR MILLIONS; GOT IN JAIL. 


American Heiress Has a Hard Time of 
It in London, 

Baltimore, Md., March 16.—Among the 283 
steerage passengers who landed here today 
from the North German Lloyd steamer was 
Miss Cornelia Seibels, who returns to Amer- 
ica after hunting fortunes in Germany and 
Icngland to which she believes she is heir. 

Miss Seibels is 84 years old and was born 
near Edgefield Court House, N. C. Some 
time ago she read of the death of Mr. 
Seibels, who was said to have left $300,000,- 
000 to relatives, some of whom lived in the 
United States. Her father, Miss Seibels said, 
came to America from Eberfeldt three years 
after the close of the revolutionary war, 
settled in the Carolinas, and married. She 
says several more millions are due her from 
the Temple estate in England. Her mother 
was Marion Sarah Temple, daughter of 
William Temple. 

Eleven weeks ago Miss Siebels went to 
Europe to press her claims to the two 
fortunes. Landing in Bremen she proceeded 
tu Eberfeldt, where she sought the services 
of a lawyer. No one assisted her and her 
persistence even did not enlist enough in- 
formation to satisfy her of the chances of 
securing the Seibels fortune. 


Intending to return to Germany later, Miss 


Seibels decided to go to England and there 
get legal assistance in obtaining some of the 
millions of the Temple estate, which were, 
as she thought, only awaiting her presence 
and proofs before having them handed to 
her. 

She entered London by railroad, landing 
at Victoria Station. Afterwards, she says, 
she was arrested, and no argument she used 
could make the London Justice believe she 
was an heiress to the Temple _ millions. 
“Thirty days in the workhouse,” said Miss 
Seibels, ‘‘ was the justice meted out to me.” 
Again going to Bremen, she says, she found 


“no one willing to assist her, and came back. 


She says the late L. Q. C. Lamar of Mis- 
sissippi was her cousin.

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MUST HAVE HONEST MEN... 
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TENOR OF SPEECHES BEFORE MU- 
NICIPAL VOTERS’ LEAGUE, 


Judge Tuley, John H. Hamline, Clar- 
ence 8S. Darrow, and Postmaster 
Hesing Addréss Immense Audience 
at Central Music Hall—Evils in Mu- 
nicipal Affairs Pointed Out and 
Remedies Suggested—No Hope Until 
There Is Radical Reform, 

The Municipal Voters’ League's demonstra- 
tion last night at Central Music Hall wasa 
splendid success. The audience completely 
filled every part of the hall except the gal- 
lery, and yet its size was not its chief com- 
mendation. It was composed almost entire- 
ly of men, and not of ordinary men, either. 
A more respectable, intelligent, determined 
audience, so far as it could be judged by ap- 
pearances, never assembled in Chicago for 
any purpose. 

They arrived promptly, walked briskly to 
their seats as if they came on business, gave 
strict attention to what was said, and ap- 
plauded with great heartiness and discrim- 
ination. 

As they assembled the great organ pealed 
forth, and stimulated their public spirit with 
the strains of *‘ The Star Spangled Banner,”’ 
* Hail, Columbia,”’ and other patriotic airs.

When the hour had arrived George E., 
Cole, a resolute looking man, rose and made 
a sensible speech. 

“Ladies and gentlemén,’’ he said, “it 
gives me great pleasure, as the President 
of the Municipal Voters’ League, to intro- 
duce to you as the Chairman of this meet- 
ing a man whom I have learned to love as 
my guide, philosopher, and friend, Judge M. 
F. Tuley.”’ 

The remarks of Judge Tuley on taking the 
chair lasted over half an hour. Whenhe 
closed he introduced successively John H. 
Hamline, C. 8S. Darrow, and Washington 
Hesing, who spoke until nearly 11 o'clock, 
the larger part of the audience remaining 
and exhibiting a deep interest in the discus- 
gion. 

The speeches consisted in descriptions and 
denunciations of politicians, of the Alder 
men, of the reckless bestowal of franchises, 
of bribery and corruption, of the assess- 
ment system, of the wealthy tax dodgers, 
and of dirty streets and alleys. 

There was not a great deal said on the 
subject of the practical means ef overcom- 
ing these evils. Mr. Hamline, after esti- 
mating the audience at one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of the population of ‘the city said it 
was to blame for all the trouble. He and 
Mr. Hesing warmly advocated civil service 
1eform. 

Mr. Darrow intimated there was no hope 
except in single tax, and concluded by as- 
serting plainly, as long as sdme people were 
eO much better than others, there would be 
people. who would find some way to eveii 
up things. The meeting concluded without 
formality when Mr. Hesing closed his ad- 
dress. ‘ 


JUDGE TULEY MADE CHAIRMAN. 


League Is Engaged in a Campaign of 
Education. 

Judge Murray F. Tuley, the Chairman, in 
calling the meeting to order, said: 

“ Fellow-Citizens, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
It is an unwritten law of the City of Chicago 
that Judges should take no part in political 
gatherings, but in consenting to preside at 
this meeting I feel that I have in no man- 
ner compromised my judicial position. [Ap- 
plause.} This is a political gathering. It 
may be said to be an anamolous gathering 
together of the citizens unprecedented in 
the history of the City of Chicago. We are 
not gathered here together as high or low 
tariff advocates, as gold or silver mono- 
metallists or bimetallists: we are not here 
at the dictates of any machine or any body 
of politicians, nor as the friends of any can- 
didates to help their election, but only as 
honest citizens, feeling a pure and disinter- 
ested love for this grand city and deter- 
mined to aid in this effort to rescue the city 
from the band of conspirators—the Alder- 
manic gang that dominates our City Hail. 
{[Applause. } 

“This league is engaged in a campaign of 
education, and it has come here to stay with 
you. [Applause.] The last time we had a 
reform movement in Chicago was in the 
year 1871, just after the Chicago fire. This 
movement was led by the Hon. Joseph 
Medill. Many radical reforms were accom- 
plished under his administration, and Chi- 
cago owes him a debt of gratitude which it 
can never pay. [Applause.] From that 
administration to the present time City 
Councils have rapidly deteriorated, but no 
Council we have ever had has attained the 
bad reputation of the present one. [Ap- 

lause.}| For a willful disregard of public 
nterest, for unfaithfulness to their trust, 
for open and barefaced bribery and cor- 
ruption, it stands unparalleled in the sub- 
limeness of its infamy. [Applause.] 


Giving Valuable Franchises. 


“ One of our daily papers a few weeks ago 
published a list of eleven ordinances (only 
a part) giving away valbuable franchises in 
our public streets, for which the city re- 
eeived practically no consideration. It also 
published a complete List of the Aldermen 
voting for the same, nearly all of whom 
are now seeking reélection. The newspapers 
were a unit in their denunciation of these 
measures. 

”“ These ordinances that I have referred to 
Were passed without any justification, and 
are believed by the people to have been, be- 
yond question or doubt, open, barefaced 
steals, the passage of which could only have 
been secured by either bribery of the Alder- 
men or corrupt combination among them- 
selves. 

“The Universal Gas ordinance gave un- 
limited power as to the tearing up and use of 
streets to lay down gaspipes and furnish it 
to citizens at what they called $1 a thousand 
gas, when it is well known that gas could be 
furnished at 30 cents a thousand and makea 
reasonable profit to those furnishing it. 

“This Council cut the school appropria- 


- tion two millions of dollars, but did you ever 


hear of it interesting itself to get cheap gas 
for the city or for its citizens? Among the

*boodle ordinances’ are many granting the

It is evident to 
the discerning citizen that any one who seeks 
elevation, office, place, or advancement from 
either of the political parties has no business 
to be in this room tonight. 

“It is also obvious to any thinking man 
that this meeting tonight begins a move- 
ment which alone will preserve this city. 
The fight that you are going to make is a 
fight that will benefit every man, rich or 
poor, and the fight that you will have to 
mnake is a fight against organized opposition. 
The theory is we have a representative gov- 
ernment. The theory is perfect, and it is 
the choicest fower that has been fought for 
ever since the days of Philip the Robber. 


| Unmitigated Evils. 

* Yet you and J know the government of 
Chicago, instead of expressing our highest 
aspirations and desires, administering to our 
necessities and wants, is an unmitigated 
evil. You have been for many years severe- 
ly handicapped. There are a tremendous 
number of people in this town who are the 
beneficiaries of bad government and desire 


“to see it perpetuated. 


‘First, there are the contractors who de- 
sire to have Aldermen elected who will order 
more sewers, tunnels, sidewalks, and other 
improvements even when they are not want- 
ed by the city. While all the contractors of 
this city are not enemies of good govern- 
ment, it is for the interest of contractors to 
have a vicious, extravagant Council that will 


‘levy special assessments for work that is 


not needed. 

“The spo ting men, the gamblers, the sa- 
loonkeepvrs—all these people desire to have 
just as bad and corrupt a City Council as can 
be elected in order that ordfnances may be 
passed that will obtain for them immunity 
ror violation of the law. 


Grasping Corporations. 


“The next class is the class which holds 
stocks and controls the management of 
the great corporations that make their 
money out of city streets—to-wit: gas com- 
panies, street railway and eleétric railway 
companies, and corporations and individuals 
of a similar nature. Their licenses are ex- 
piring every day, but they are renewed 
again and again without financial compen- 
sation to the city. 

“Did any of you ever hear of a politician 
inaugurating a reform? No, as soon asa 
reform movement is launched forth the Re- 
publican and Democratic gangsters stand 
together against the movement, while we 
Democrats and we Republicans split and 
fight each other at the polls. There should 
be no Republicans and no Democrats in 
municipal elections. We should establish 
a Citizens’ party, where we Republicans 
and Democrats can bury our differences and 
vote in unity against the gang.”’ 


ONLY ONE PRACTICAL QUESTION. 
Clarence 8S. Darrow Discusses Reme- 
dies for Existing Evils. 
Clarence S. Darrow was the next speaker. 

He said: 

‘That it is necessary in any country that 
is supposed to be civilized to call a meeting 
to create a public sentiment to favor hon- 
esty in official life is a reflection upon the 
civilization in which we live. We have 
heard various suggestions as to what we are 
going to do about it, and that is the only 
practical question. 

‘I do not wish to create any antagonism 
here tonight, but I have no use for most of 
the suggestions as to what we are going 
to do about it. Our Chairman says, ‘ elect 
an honest /State’s-Attorney.’ We had avery 
able and aggressive State’s-Attorney, who 
sent certain boodlers to Joliet, and certain 
other boodlers, by having friends on the 
jury, did not go to Joliet, and now one of 
those boodlers is a member of the City 
Council—a convicted boodler, convicted by 
the energy of an honest State’s-Attorney. 

‘Men have been tried to be made honest 
for years by building jails and penitentiaries, 
but this has failed and will always fail. All 
the State’s-Attorneys you could possibly 
rame could not create an honest Council or 
create a body of men who would not give 


bribes. 
Aldermen Like Other Men. 

‘You may scare men and make them a 
little more cautious, and for a time, at least, 
give them some semblance to respectability 
and honesty, but you cannot make them hon- 
est and good by legislation and by jails. 

“What is true of the City Council is true 
of every other organization. Men in the City 
Council are no different from other men. ofr 
course no self-respecting man can vote fora 
boodler as against an honest man. 

“You may clean out every boodler in the 
Council and they will come back again. 
Nine-tenths of the corruption in city af- 
fairs grows out of the barter and sale of the 
franchises of the city, and so long as these 
franchises are there to be either bought or 
sold you cannot electa City Council that will 
be honest. You may put the World's Fair 
directors or the directors of the sanitary 
district, who have been honest men, and 
keep them in position constantly where they 
are giving away these valuable franchises, 
and they will do just as the statesman from 
the Nineteenth Ward after they have been 
there long enough. 

Only One Way. 

“ But there is a way to stop that. If you 
take away the carrion the buzzards will stop 
coming around and there is no other way 
How many honest*taxpayers are there in 
Chicago? There are none. [Laughter and 
applause.] There could not be an honest 
taxpayer, for if there was he would not have 
anything to pay taxes on. [Laughter.] Is 
there any way for a man to pay his taxes 
honestly in Chicago today? Nobody but an 
imbecile would do it. Nobody could do it. 
The law of Illinois is plain enough. It pro- 
vides that all property should be assessed at 
its real value and the tax rate is something 
like 10 per cent. 

‘*So long as we find a few with everything 
and the great mass of people poorer year 
after year you may be sure that in one way 
or another some people will compel them to 
divide, just as sure as I stand before you 
tonight.”” [Great applause]. 


POSTMASTER HESING’S ADDRESS. 


He Speaks on the Unsolved Problem of 
the Nineteenth Century. 
Postmaster Hesing was introduced as the 
principal speaker of the evening, taking for 
his theme ‘‘ Government of Largé Munici- 
palities.”” In beginning his address he 
traced the growth of the Thirteen Colonies 
and pointed out how great cities were built 
up at points topographically or commercial- 
ly favorably situated. Continuing he said: 
‘*In America municipal government in our 
large cities is self-confessedly a dire, calam- 
itous failure, and this, too, in spite of the 
fact that in the greater adminfstration of 
national affairs the machinery of self-gov- 
ernment is nowhere seen to better advan- 
tage. In Europe the municipal problem is 
not so difficult. The settled condition of the 
country, traditions handed down for gener- 
ations, large estates and homogeneous pop- 
ulation all tend to stability of municipal 
government. In this country, where our 
cities are new, climatic differences great, 
and the character ‘of the population more 
diversified than anywhere in the world, this 
problem confronts us like a perpetual night- 
mare. It is a problem that is more and 
more attracting the attention of the think- 
ing men of the country and is giving them 
food for deeper thought and awakening 

greater interest than anything else. 


Present Day Robbers. 


‘“ Partisan feeling cleverly played upon 
by designing politicians is used to hoodwink 
and blind the public to its sad discomfiture 
and irreparable loss. In local affairs the 
partisan is the tool of the boodler. The bood- 
lers of both parties have an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance. They work together, steal 
together, and their sole aim is to gain pos- 
session of the reins of government in order 
to plunder the public. The organized bandits 
and pirates of bygone times were respect- 
able compared with the present day league 
of plunder and boodle. For my part I would 
rather pay toll outright to a robber baron 
than submit to be robbed and plundered by a 
legalized bandit. 

‘A great difficulty in the way of good 
municipal government is that respect for 
law, and particularly election law, is disap- 
pearing. Partisans are ready, apparently, 
to resort to ally tricks to enable them to gain 
or acquire power. Election laws have been 
boldly violated for many years, and I doubt 
if there ever will be a fair election and an 
honest count in this city until there is a non- 
partisan society for the enforcement of elec- 
tion laws. Such an organization should 
have counsel familiar with criminal practice 
and should confine itself chiefly to detection 
and punishment of false registration and 


fraudulent voting, and should pursue with. 


nrelenting zeal members of all political 
parties, high and low, who violate election 
ws. 


Must Have Honest Elections. 


“Until we have honest elections, until oun,

Cities Must Have Money. 

‘“ Next to honest election, the great pre- 
requisite for good government is money. 
Without money employés cannot be paid and 
improvements made. Consequently, good 

overnment can be imagined, and here 
n thds city at the very outset is the great 
difficulty under which we are laboring, a dif- 
ficulty which cannot be remedied by the 
Mayor and City Council. 
controlled by these two. With the income 
they have nothing to do. So long as we 
have the present infamous, and I may say 
barbarous system of taxation, so long will 
Chicago have dirty streets, filthy alleys, in- 
sufficient police force, rotting bridges, and 
inadequate accommodations for all of its 
departments. As it stands today, the city 
wants about $20,000,000 for current expenses. 
To meet it we have but a little over $16,000,- 
000 ina@ome from all sources. 

‘“ What are you going to doabout it? What 
can you do about it? Who wants imagina- 
tion to see that if we had an assessment 
anywhere near what it ought to be the limit 
of 2 per cent would amply supply the city’s 
newxis? Tatil great corporations, capitalists 
and wealthy business enterprises pay their 
hiomest share of taxes all cries for better 
government are in vain. So long as the 
tendency is to reduce assessed values, to 
hold down taxes, and evade paying a just 
tribute to the city’s maintenance, so long 
will we be laboring under this very difficulty. 
The idea of taxation is justice and equality, 
and not injustice and inequality.’’ 


Mayor Must Run the City. 


“The Mayor must run the city, and not 
the city the Mayor. He who understands 
this assumes a heavy obligation and more 
than any politician can or will accomplish. 
lie who can do this will do what has not 
heen done yet, and make It possible for Chi- 
cago to come out of its present difficulties 
and maintain its standard as a great metrop- 
olis. In a great city like Chicago horse 
rense must be applied in dealing with the 
criminal classes and social questions. 
must be mutual adjustment of common 
rights and privileges which are public in 
their character. We must be governed by 
things as they are and not so much as we 
wish they were. 

* Vices and evils unrecessarv 
are as persistent and inwrought as the 
Canada thistle on the farm. They should 
always be checked and kept under control 
not at times when the public will stand 
them no longer, but continually, and it 4s 
not stating too much to declare that with 
the aid of an efficient police force they could 
be so checked and controlled. 


Needs Improvements. 


“ The city needs improvements. The peo- 
ple and the taxpayers want protection. Pub- 
lic facilities require regulation. All impor- 
tant as interesting the city most are the 
abuses of the special assessment system, 
street cleaning, public lighting, traffic and 
transportation facilities, reorganization of 
the Police Department, and the introduc- 
tion of business methods in city affairs and 
city management. 

“In the special assessment system there 


ta meantiarn 


‘should be a change in the way of conduct- 


ing business and the laws made less cumber- 
some. Legislation will be necessary and the 
department will require overhauling, for 
neither you nor I want to pay any longer 
more than actual costs of improvements 
that will benefit our property. We have no 
money to throw away in useless expense, 
nor any to spare for unscrupulous contract- 
ors nor wasteful officials. The work in this 
department can be done with much less ex- 
pense to the taxpayer. The affairs of that 
Office should be conducted in a more busi- 
ness-like manner. 

‘Contractors ought not to be allowed to 
run the Department of Public Works. The 
Cit Hall itself should be put on a business 
footing and city affairs generally ought to 
be conducted on business principles. I see 


no difference between it and the private cor- .

Work of Voters’ League. 


In closing Mr. Hesing said: 

** Men may come and men may go, but the 
boodier runs on forever—that Is, if you and 
I and other good citizens do not step forward 
and summarily finish his career. The Voters’ 
Municipal League, I have noted, knows 
something of the dévious ways and under- 
hand methods pursued by the bi-partisan 
combination, which has grown rich on spoils 
for many years past. For the first time 
searching investigation is being made to 
ascertain the character and standing of 
candidates for office. 

** But beyond this there is something yct 
to be done. When you elect an Aldérman or 
an Assessor do not rest satisfied. Your 
man may be a good man, but if he is not 
closely watched and heartily supported the 
gang will encompass his destruction. I have 
known good men to fall into the hands of 
the gang simply because they were left with- 
out the support of the good elements in the 
community. The bi-partisan boodling com- 
bination is Iike the devil. It goes about 
roaring like a lion, seeking whom it can 
devour. 

“Elect good men and then stand by them 
through thick and thin. Support them in 
their fight and you will be surprised at the 
results that will follow. Fail to stand by 
them and your whole plan of reform will 
go by the board. Your league should have 
a Committee on Council Legislation and 
make a weekly statement to the public of 
the important measures before the Council, 
and give all the facts in connection with 
them. Pursuing this policy the public would 
be aware of what was on foot and the 
citizens would be in a position to support 
Aldermen and Assessors who are trying to 
do their duty. 

“I predict a great future for the league 
and believe that this movement will produce 
wonderful results. You have begun your 
work at the right time, when the public 
is sickened of gang rule and is willing to 
follow the party of municipal reform to the 
end. I am certain that you will accomplish 
the objects for which you are striving if 
you adhere to the magnificent principles 
laid down in your platform.”’

PRESENT COMMANDER FOR THE SAL-~ 
VATION ARMY FOR CHICAGO. 


Commissioner Carleton Will Be with 
Her—Ballington Booth, Too, Is 
Planning a Western Crusade—Ed- 
itor of the War Cry Joins the Amer- 
ican Forces and Will Get Out a New 
Paper—Gen. Booth Is Received in 
England with Mach Enthusiasm. 


‘New York, March 16.—({Special.]—Commis- 
sioner Eva Booth, who Is at the head of the 
Einglish Salvation Army in America until 
the arrival of Bcoth Tucker, held a reception 
at the Fourteenth street army headquarters 
today. She made an address in which she 
said that she, In company with Commis- 
sicner Carleton, would soon start for Chica- 
go and other large cities in the West. Ball- 
ington Booth is also planning a Western 
crusade. 

Ballington Booth'’s Newspaper. 

E. R. Mautz, who was in charge of the 
Salvation Army’s War Cry, has resigned 
from the army and has joined Ballington 
Booth’s God’s American Volunteers. He 
will have charge of the new movement’s 
newspaper organ, which will appear next 
week. The type, presses, and other ma- 
terial for the printing plant are ready to 
rnove in whenever a location is secured. 
The printing office will be near -the head- 
quarters, in the Bible House. ; 

Ballington Booth is just now in communi- 
cation with several United States army 
officers with the view of organizing his so- 
ciety on the plan of the United States army. 

The volunteers hold a meeting this even- 
ing at the Gospel Tabernacle in Thirty- 
fifth street, near Seventh avenue, where 
Mrs. Booth will announce the place of hold- 
ing permanent meetings. 

Why Mr. Clark Was Enrolled. 

Boston, Mass., March 16.—The Rey. Fran- 
cis E. Clark, President of the United Soctie- 
ties of Christian Endeavor, says his action 
in becoming an auxiliary member of the 
Salvation Army has no significance further 
than to show his interest in the work and 
aims of the organization.

GEN. 


Salvation Army Assembles and Gives 
Him Enthusiastic Greeting. 
London, March 16.—The Salvation Army 
in London -was in a state of considerable 
excitement today, the occasion’ being a 
mass-meeting at the Crystal Palace to 
formally welcome back to England upon his 
return from his journey around the world 
Gen. William Booth, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army. There was some pur- 
pose manifest also to demonstrate the en- 
thusiastic unanimity of the sentiment in 
the army in view of the ‘recent course of 
events in the United States. The meeting 
which assembled to welcome the Command- 
er-in-Chief proved to be enormous in num- 

bers and fervent in spirit. 

Gen. Booth in his address to the meeting 
referred immediately to the action of the 
Ballington Booths in America, saying that 
he had returned to meet one of the heaviest 
trials that he had ever been called upon to 
face. But even darkness had a silver lining. 
The American Army, he asserted, stood, al- 
most to a man, true to him, and assurances 
of unceasing devotion had been pouring in 
from every quarter of the globe. The re- 
sult of the trouble, he concluded, would be 
to strengthen the bond of union between 
the various sections. 

The hall of the Crystal Palace, where the 
meeting was held, was decorated with mot- 
toes reading: **‘ Welcome to Our Only Gen- 
eral,”’’ ‘‘One Army, One General,’’ etc. The 
meeting was marked by the greatest en- 
thusiasm. 

Reinforcements for America, 

Gen. Booth added, in some remarks made 
later in the evening, that he was preparing 
to dispatch fresh reinforcements to the 
United States. 

At the conclusion of Gen. Booth’s address 
the Booth-Tuckers, who have been commis- 
sioned to the command of the army in the 
United States, were called to the front of 
the platform. While standing there two atal- 
wart officers of the army held over them 
the Stars and Stripes and the Salvation 
Army blood and fire ensign. The General 
took each of them by the hand and dedicated 
them to their new work in America in a few 
words which greatly stirred the immense 
audience of 20,000, all of whom joined in an 
outburst of cheering for the American flag. 

The Commissioners will sail for New York 
on Saturday next,

Miss Olga Nethersole portrayed a Carmen 
that left little to the imagination to an en- 
thusiastic audience last night at Hooley’s, 
From the moment she entered the public 
square in Seville in the first act, heralded by 
soldiers’ jests and the noisy acclaim of the 
cigaret girls and the townspeople, to the 
point where she died with her ruling passion 
forcing out words of endearment for the dis- 
carded lover who had just given her the 
death-blow, she personified the abandoned, 
crafty, altogether fascinating creature of 
emotions. 

Henry Hamilton has adapted Prosper Mer- 
imee’s story to the special abilities of Miss 
Nethersole, and the success of the first pre- 
sentation of the play in Chicago was never 
in doubt. She was recalled at the end of 
each of the four acts, and at the close of the 
scene in Lillas Pastia’s wineshop, where 
she exerted her charms to the point almost of 
hypnotism in the effort to induce José to 
desert his fellow-soldiers and go with her to 
the mountains, the storm of applause did 
not cease until she had responded to five 
encores. 

Miss Nethersole was fortunate in her sup- 
port, which showed no weaknesses. Miss 
I:ffie Shannon, as Dolores, was more than 
acceptable and her simple grace and brim- 
ming goodness accentuated the unrestrained 
witchery of Carmen. In the scene where 
Dolores makes her appeal to Carmen to 
dismiss the infatuated José and send him 
back to home and honor she rose to great 
strength and compelled the demonstrative 
admiration of the audience. 

The climax of this scene, when José makes 
his choice and elects to sacrifice all for his 
reckless love for the gypsy, brought out the 
famous Nethersole kiss, which the audience 
seemed to wait for and thoroughly enjoy. 

Mr. Ernest Leicester, as Don José Liben- 
koa, was strong and sympathetic and kept 
well within the limits of the trying part. 
Mr. Luiga Lablanche, as LucasMendez, the 
toreador; Mr. Thomas Kingston, as Don 
Manoel Sarceda, the Lieutenant: and Miss 
Alixes Leighton, as Teresa, ably comple- 
mented the work of the principals. 

Throughout the performance, which fol- 
lowed closely in its scenes and dramatic 
effects the arrangement of the opera, there 
were interspersed fitting selections from 
Bizet’s music that supplied the few gaps 
the memories of the opera produced. The 
scenic effects deserve a special mention for 
their perfection of detail and beauty of ar- 
rangement.

THE JACKSONVILLE INSANE ASYLUM. 

Gov. Altgeld says in the dispatch which 
appears in another column that he will as- 
sist the State Board of Charities in making 
an immediate and thorough investigation 
of the charges against the management of 
the Jacksonville Insane Asylum printed in 
yesterday's TRIBUNE. 

Those charges were, in brief, that within 
the last ten months two patients have been 
scalded to death through the fault of at- 
tendants; that one inmate was killed by a 
fellow-lunatic while the guards were play- 
ing cards in another room; that a patient 
who got away because of the carelessness 
of the attendants was killed by being run 
over by a railroad train; and that another 
died because chloroform was given against 
the protest of the physician in charge of the 
case. . 

It is asserted further that Coroner's 
juries, chiefly of hospital employés, have not 
made any effort to investigate these cases 
thoroughly, and have returned verdicts 
which did not call attention to the fact 
that a lax state of discipline existed at the 
institution. 

It is asserted further that dangerous 
lunatics get out of the asylum somebow 
and wander unattended about the streets 
of Jacksonville. Both attendants and pa- 
tients visit the saloons in the city. Une 
patient was smart enough to get a forged 
check cashed and thirsty enough to drink 
up the proceeds. 

On various pccasions ugly facts have 
come to light about the management of the 
Cook County Insane Asylum, but there 
have been very few complaints regarding 
the State institutions. They have gener- 
ally been well conducted. Gov, Altgeld 
promised that they should be better man- 
aged than ever before, and that abuses 
which he alleged had grown up there should 
be corrected. Yet after Gov. Altgeld has 
had full swing for three years more charges 
are made at once of mismanagement in one 
institution than had been wade for years 
before against all of them. 

The Governor promises, however, that 
this matter shall receive his personal atten- 
tion, and that if the asylum management is 


shown to be incompetent or inefficient it will | 


be changed promptly. He has asked for 
the names and addresses of witnesses to 
the truth of these charges. All the infor- 
mation this paper has will be given to him 
and the State Board.

Every one knows how lizard, serpent, 
toad, and eft fled at his behest from the 
island to which he gave his best years and 
left the reptilian chapter of Ireland’s nat- 
ural history a blank. Every one knows 
how he plucked the shamrock in double con- 
secration and from its trefoil leaves drew 
that striking lesson of the Triune Unity. 
Every one knows how tender he was to all 
things, but most of all to his old father and 
mother, revisiting them

THE METRIC 8YSTEM. 

There is now pending in Congress an act 
which provides for the compulsory use by 
the government of the metric system after 
July 1, 1897, and which makes it com- 
pulsory on the public to use it after July 1, 
1899. This would give the people a little 
over three years to root out of their minds 
the ideas they associate with feet, pounds, 
or gallons, and @o learn to think in meters, 
kilos, and liters. The time is very short. 

Congress has authority to pass such a 
measure, and were it to do so the officers of 
the General Government would obey it, 
but the mass of the people would not pay 
the least attention to it. That would not 
be out of a spirit of contrariety, but for the 
simple reason that they have been brought 
up to think of dimensions in terms of feet 


‘'and inches and of capacities in terms of 


quarts and pints. Most men have a rea- 
sonably clear conception of a yard. Buta 
meter means nothing to them. They can- 
not see it as they can the yard. 

When the new system of weights and 
measures was adopted in France a new 
generation had to grow up which was ac- 
customed to it before it really went into use. 
Those who were accustomed to the old 
technology never learned the new. So in 
this country after the decimal system of 
coinage had been adopted men continued to 
keep their accounts in pounds, shillings, and 
pence, and found no more difficulty in doing 
so than the English do today. 

The English-A merican system of weights 
and measures may seem very clumsy as 
compared with the symmetrical and har- 
monious French one. Nevertheless En- 
slish and Americans get along very well

with their different kinds of pounds and 
quarts, because they are used to them. If 
a nation were starting out fresh it would 
do well to adopt the French system, but 
to change after having grown up in the use 
of another nomenclature involves a great 
deal of friction and loss. 

‘here is another reason why it would 
tbe harder to adopt the metric system here 
than it was in France early in the century. 
There was comparatively little machinery 
then. There is an enormous quantity pow, 
and it has all been constructed on the basis 
of feet and inches. There would have to 
be a general remodeling of machinery to 
adapt it to the new conditions. The change 
would be an exceedingly costly one. It 
would destroy the value of the carpenter's 
foot rule, of the grocer’s peck, and also of 
much more expensive articles, 

Nobody would pay any attention to the 
law were it to pass. The farmers would 
say how many acres there were in his farm, 
not how many hectares. City lots would be 
described by feet and inches. The carpen- 
ter, the iron worker, and every other me- 
chanie whose eye has been educated in feet 
and inches will not throw away that knowl- 
edge and seek to adapt themselves to an- 
other standard. All people will prefer the 
old standards because they are used to 
them and have no tro

TO END THE FUR SEAL BUSINESS. 

Some highly interesting statistics of re- 
ceipts and expenditures in connection with 
the fur seal business in Bering Sea are fur- 
nished by Mr. Martin L. Johnson of North 
Dakota, who has made a special study of 
the subject. The aggregate cost of policing 
the sealing waters during the last five years 
has been $1,373,870 for the navy and rey- 
enue cutters, $63,S06 for salaries to our 
agents, and $55,319 for support of the 
natives. The expenses. of the Paris 
tribunal, $224,514, and the $125,000 clainiwed 
as damages by Great Britain swell the 
total to about $2,142,500. On the 
other side of the account we have $46,749 
received in 1891 and $23,072 in 1802, with 
nothing for the last three years. There are 
some claims pending with the lessees of the 
Pribylov. Islands, but they cannot yield 
much if anything. For the nineteen years 
preceding 1890 the average receipts for 
rental and royalty were nearly $310,000 per 
year, and for the last six years of the term 
they exceeded $317,470 annually. Forthe 
nineteen years the number of seals taken 
annually exceeded 100,000, but the total 
number taken from 1891 to 1895 inclusive 
was only 58,562, or an average of less than 
12,000 per year. The number of seals has 
diminished so much that last year only 
15,000 could be killed on the islands of the 
sex and age prescribed, while the concur- 
rent actual expenses were $184,548, or 
$12.30 per head. And this enormous ex- 
penditure is insufficient to protect the seals 
from the ravages of pelagic hunters, who 
are mostly British. The animals will be 
exterminated within the next few years. 

To meet this emergency a bill has been 
prepared, which probably will be voted on 
in the House before the close of this month, 
authorizing Secretary Carlisle to kill all the 
animals on the Pribylov Islands this year 
and to sell their skins unless some suitable 
agreement for the protection of the seals is 
previously effected with England, Russia, 
and Japan. The report of the Committee 
on Ways and Means estimates that we 
could obtain five million dollars for 
skins procured by this final round-up. Such 
an amount would reimburse us for the 
losses of the last five years while the action 
would obviate the necessity for paying out 
money for patrol and other expenses in the 
future, and the final extermination of the 
seals would be effected only a few years 
earlier than it will be accomplished under a 
continuance of present conditions.

EDWARD: EVERETT, when Secretary of 
State, wrote to the United States Minister 
to Spain concerning the Spanish domination 
of Cuba and Puerto Rico as follows: 

Can it be expected to last very long? Can it re- 
sist this mighty current in the fortunes of the 
world? Is it desirable that it should be so? Can 
it be for the interest of Spain to cling to a poszes- 
sion that can only be maintained by a garrison of 
twenty-five or thirty thousand troops, a powerful 
naval force, and an annual expenditure for both 
arms of the service of at least $12,000,000 ? 

With all his official knowledge of the situa- 
tion the facts show how much Mr. Everett 
underrated the force which Spain would have 
to use in keeping control of Cuba. Instead 
of a garrison of twenty-five or thirty thou- 
sand troops she has sent to Cuba since March 
8, 1895, over 100,000 men. Instead of an an- 
nual expenditure of $12,000,009 the cost of the 
present war has been already over $100,000,- 
000 and the insurgents are holding two-thirds 
of the island. If the questions asked by Mr. 
Everett forty years ago were called out by 
the situation, how much more significant 
they appear now! 

THE British Cabinet is to be congratulated 
upon its effort to close the Venezuelan inci- 
dent or contention, Great Britain has irons 
enough in the fire, on her own side of the big 
pond, and has not enough to gain by bluffing 
the United States with flying squadrons. 
The Jameson raid and its sudden ‘defeat had 
much to do with lowering the haughty tone 
of Salisbury’s message to President Cleve- 
land.

TELL OFUNCLEAN ALLEYS | 


MEETING OF THE FOURTH WARD 
ANTI-GARBAGE ASSOCIATION. 


inspection Committees Report on the 
Condition of Things in That Sec- 
tion—Grand Boulevard Houschold- 
ers Pay No Attention to Warning 
Notices—Complaints Made to the 
City Authorities—Official Inspector 
Accused ‘of Neglecting His Daty. 

“Let us remember spring. cleaning wil! 
soon be on our hands. If we mean to ac- 
complish anything in the line of better mu- 
nicipal housekeeping we should push the 
work now.” 

The sentiment was applauded by thirty 
or forty members of the Fourth Ward Anti- 
Garbage Association. The meeting was held 
yesterday afternoon at the residence of 
Mrs. Thomas E. Milchrist, No. 6 Aldine 
square. Miss Harriet A. Shinn presided. She 
showed a metallic garbage pail which has 
the approval of the Civic Federation. Its 
advantages over a bucket, a wooden box, or 
a ‘“‘band-box’’ were demonstrated. Miss 
Shinn showed how the pail was hung, filled, 
emptied, and cleaned. The ease with which 
it could be washed with a hose, she thought, 
Ought to recommend it to every one. - 

‘*How are you going to get the hose into 
the alley?’ one young woman asked. 

‘Have it long enough or use a bucket,” 
was the answer. 


Report of the Inspection, 


Miss Shinn then called for reports from the 
committees that inspected the alleys. This 
work might not have been necessary, only, 
as Miss Shinn said: ‘* The inspector of our 
ward does not inspect, or, if he does, he does 
it in secret afid his rieht hand knoweth not 
what his left hand doeth. I once wrote him 
a note suggesting an interview, but he 
neither called nor replied.”’ 

Mrs. George Cole reported on behalf of the 
committee of which she is a member they 
found one of the dirtiest alleys in the city 
east of Grand boulevard. She said two- 
thirds of the seventy houses in this alley 
had garbage pails, but few had any bottoms. 
Still fewer had covers. Besides there was 
paper all over the alley, not to speak of heaps 
of decaying matter. 

Shocked by these discoveries, the com- 
mittee sent notices signed by the Fourth 
Ward Council of the Civie Federation warn- 
ing the offending householders. A few days 
later the committee made a second round to 
see what effect the notices had produced. 


| They observed cne man servant depositing 


ashes and paper very carefully in a neigh- 
bor’s pail. Otherwise the notices had not 
been heeded, and the names of some of the 
worst offenders had been sent to the author- 
ities. 

Notifies the Authorities. 

Miss Katharine Innis had looked downa 
few alleys and had found them so bad she 
did not care to inspect further. She sent the 
authorities a postal card. 

Mrs. Milchrist reported one delinquent, 
the occupants of No.6 Aldine square. Their 
garbage pail had no cover, but one had been 
made. The report was applauded. Mrs. D. 
EK. Keith was another who began with her 
own premises, 

All the women agreed to serve on some in- 
spection committee, and a large part of the 
ward was parceled out. 

The garbage contractor attended the pre- 
vious meeting of the association and made

FRIENDS OF RICHARD STOLTZ ARE 
ALARMED AT HIS DISAPPEARANCE. 


Flistorical Society. to Expend $20,000 
on Upper Floor of New Buildiihg—_ 


Willie Duffy Awarded $12,50v Dam- 
ages Against the City—Ten Keep- 
ers of Saloon Slot Machines Arrest- 
ed—Sequel to Evanston Elopement 
Episode—Other City News. 

Richard Stoltz, a German, living at No. 
423 Twenty-sixth street, has been missing 
since the morning of March 10, and it is 
feared he has committed suicide. 

About 9 o’clock last Tuesday morning he 
called at the office of Dr. Joseph Trenchard, 
No. 343 Twenty-sixth street, by whom he had 
been treated for the last four months for 
nervous trouble. {The doctor was not in and 
the patient left without saying where he was 
going. That was the last seen of him so far 
ns known. The case was reported at the 
Twenty-second Street and Cottage Grove 
Avenue Police Stations on the evening of the 
disappearnce and men were detailed to 
work on it. They report the search seems 
hopeless, and Mrs. Stoltz, who is 58 years 
old, is well nigh distracted. 

Mrs. Stoltz came to the doctor’s office 
about 4 o'clock the day her husband left 
home and said he had not been away 80 
long a time for twenty years. “As he had 
no relatives or intimate friends in the city 
she was at a loss to know whattodo. At 
first it was thought Mr. Stoltz might have 
wandered to some part of the city not fa- 
miliar to him and been lost, but this hope 
fe no longer entertained. 

Mr. Stoltz is 58 years old and has lived in 
Chicago thirty years, coming here from 
Milwaukee. He was born in Saxony, Ger- 
many. He is a member of theG. A. R., hav- 
ing enlisted in the Twenty-sixth Regiment 
{n Milwaukee and served three and one-half 
years in the army. 
tracted a chronic complaint that under- 
mined his health and shattered his nervous 
system. He has been a sufferer from nerv- 
ous disorder for several years and has 
been heard to say he wished death would 
bring him relief as he was satisfied nothing 
else would. 

The old couple—they have no children— 
have lived at No. 433 Twenty-sixth street, 
where they hire two or three rooms, for the 
Mr. Stoltz has not been in 
business for many years, having sufficient 
income to keep him ‘and his wife in their 
simple way. Some time ago he had two 
jife insurance policies mature and _ this 
money, with other savings, is safely in- 
vested. The old man always carried money 
to the amount of $10 or.$15 with him, but 
never had largesums, There is no suspicion 
of foul play.. 

“Mr. Stoltz was an upright, exemplary 
man,”’ said Dr. Trenchard yesterday. ‘** He 
was not addicted to drink and kept no com- 
pany likely to endanger his life. We can 
only account for his disappearance by the 
theory he grew despondent and concluded 
to end his sufferings by suicide. He knew 
his wife would be left in comfortable circum- 
stances and perhaps thought she would be 
better off without him. 1 don’t think he 
owed a dollar or had an enemy in the world. 
I was instrumental in getting a party to 
patrol the lake front on the South Side and 
other places where we thought he might 
have made away. with himself, but found 
no trace of him.”’ 


NEW PLANS OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
Four Rooms on Upper Floor to Be 
Fitted Up at Cost of 820,000, 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Chicago Historical Society vesterday 
it was decided to expend $20,000 in fitting up 
the four rooms on the top floor of the socie- 
ty’s building, Dearborn avenue and Ontario 
Btreet. 

It was expected the new structure would 
be opened to the public with a reception and 
dedicatory ceremonies shortly after Easter, 
but the action of the Executive committee 
will Cause the postponement of the exercises 
until some time in May. 

When the opening does come Chicago peo- 
ple will find a building every part of which 
will be completely furnished, lighted, heated, 
and filled with the treasures of the society. 
The plan has been to leave the entire third 
floor vacant and without fittings of any 
kind, | 

The change of plan is radical, and is due to 
the desire of the President of the society, 
Fdward G. Mason, to have a completed 
building when the doors are thrownopen. A 
émall part of the $20,000 voted will be used to 
pay a few bills remaining for work on the 
second floor, amounting to a few hundred 
dollars, and the remainder will be all used 
on the hitherto unfinished floor. 

The great central room of the third floor 
is to be used for newspaper files. The apart- 
ment circles the rail cf the open court. Itis 
to be heated with steam, lighted by elec- 
tricity, tiled, and kalsominedincolors. Iron 
tables and steel chairs are to be purchased 
for the use of those who wish to consult the 
files. 

Three sides of the room will be fitted with 
iron adjustable shelves, upon which the 
bound papers will be placed. The files will 
be chiefly of papers published in Chicago and 
other cities of lilinois. 

The society had placed in its care yesterday 
as a loan a complete file of the Democrat and 
THE TRIBUNE. It was placed in the society's 
keeping by William Bross Lloyd, and was 
originally the property of his grandfather, 

liam. Bross. 

The large south room is to be furnished 
like thé file-room, though the iron shelves 
will occupy all sides of the apartment. It is 
to be used for the publications of the United 
States Government. Among the govern- 
ment books to be seen there will be a set of 
the exhaustive rebellion records, two 
complete copies of which have just been 
given the society by Robert T. Lincoln and 
George E. Adams. Surveys, maps, and de- 
partment publications will make up the rest 
of the store. Tracings of the original sur- 
veys of Fort Dearborn and the Northwest 
ha be kept among the historic curios down- 

rs. 

The west room an the third floor will be 
fitted up like the others, and will be used asa 
Storage and exhibition piace for duplicate 
Papers and books which the society is will- 
ing to exchange for articles it does not pos- 


Bess. 

Over the lecture hall, at the north side of 
the society building, is:a room just the size 
of the large hall below. This room will be put 
toan interesting use. It is proposed to allow 


Chicago people to deposit there such valua- ; 


ble family papers as they may wish to store 
in a place where perfect safety from fire is 
insured. It is probable the granting of such 
permissions in individual cases will be left 
to the. decision of the librarian, Iron lock 
will be furnished for the storage of 
oOcuments, and there will be no charge. 

The arrangement of the upper floor and the 
uses to which it will be put will be according 
to suggestions and plans made by President 
Edward G. Mason.

OF DIPHTHERIA. 


Supt. Lane and Dr. Reilly Say There 
Is No Cause for Fear. 

An epidemic of diphtheria among public 
school pupils was denied yesterday at the 
Health Department and by Supt. Lane. 

“We have not discovered diphtheria or 
any other illness among school children,” 
said Dr. Reilly, ‘in greater prevalence than 
among an equal number of persons from any 
other class of the city’s inhabitants. Of 
course school children must be sick as well 
es adults, but there is in no sense any 
epidemic, nor do we know of occasion for 
alarm in the Greenweod School or any 
other.’’ 

“Eight or ten sporodic cases of pneu- 
monia at the Greenwood School do not 
make an epidemic,”’ said Supt. Lane. ‘* Nor 
goes it argue the germs of disease were 
found at school. We cannot be responsible 
for unsanitary homes, and there must be 
many such in Chicago, nor is it reasonable 
tc expect children will be exempt from bad 
colds and occasional cases of pneumonia or 
scarlet-fever.”’

FATAL ACCIDENT TO J. J. COLVIN. 


Thrown from a High Scaffold by a 
Lake Street “LL” Train. 

J. J. Colvin, a prominent cornice manufact- 
urer, lost his life at the Fifty-second street 
terminal of the Lake street “‘L”’ yesterday 
morning a few minutes past 11 o’clock. 

Mr. Colvin was standing on a scaffold, 
which had just been erected between the 
two tracks, when a train drawn by engine 
No. 28, pulling in from the east, struck a 
protruding plank, and, overturning it, hurled 
Mr. Colvin to the ground, a distance of 
thirty-five feet.

Washington, D. C., March 16.—Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller in the United States Supreme 
Court today handed down the decision of the

JUDICIARY COMMITTEE WILL RE- 
PORT NEW RULES TO THE BOARD. 


Chairman Drezmal Says They Will In- 
clude the Consolidation of the Spe- 
cial Organizations on Drawing, 
Music, and Physical Culture with 
the Management Section — Will 
Limit the President’s Power to Fill- 


ing Vacancies. 

Fads in the. public schools will be dealt a 
severe blow by the Judiciary committee of 
the Board of Education. The Committee on 
Drawing, Music, and Physical Culture, if the 
Judiciary committee has its way, will be sub- 
. Servient to the Committee on School Manage- 
“went, instead of acting independently. 

@Vhairman Drezmal of the Judiciary com- 
mittee said yesterday it would report the 
new rules on which it has been at work for 
two or three years at the next meeting of the 
board. The committee consists of Messrs. 
Drezmal, Errant, and Rosenthal, but for this 
particular work the board appointed to co- 
eperate with it an advisory committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Halle, Brenan, and Thorn- 
ton. The committee was ready to report sev- 
eral months ago, but had to do a good deal 
of its work over again in consequence of the 
report of the Retrenchment committee, 

Mr. Drezmal said the report would be at 
least thirty pages in length. He would not 
tell all it contained, but said it would con- 
solidate the standing committees, making 
the Committees on Drawing, Music, and 
Physical Culture subcommittees of the 
School Management committee. He said 
also the new rules would not give the Presi- 
dent the power recommended by the Re- 
trenchment committee. Instead of giving 
him an irresponsible “ general control over 
all the departments,” the new rules will sim- 
ply give him the power to fill vacancies, 


which he has now. 
Mr. Drezmal said the main advantages of 


the new rules would be their orderly ar- 
rangement,

TROUBLES OF A REAL ESTATE MAN. 


frying to Avoid Paying a Judgment 
of $1,000, 

William C. Schofield is a real estate dealer 
with an office in the Tacoma Building. Sev- 
en years ago he loaned money to Mrs. Jennie 
B. Campbell on personal property. He said 
that Mrs. Campbell disposed of the property 
and had her arrested, but the case against 
her was not prosecuted. Then she sued him 
in the Superior Court for damages for false 
arrest and got judgment for $1,000. She 
procured a capias on the judgment and the 
real estate man was arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff H. G. Hall. 

Schofield filed a petition in the County 
Court for his release under the insolvent 
debtors’ act. Judge Donnelly decided yes- 
terday that Schofield’s petition was of no 
avail. He remanded Schofield, who had been 
out on bail, to the custody of the Sheriff. A 
few minutes later an injunction {tssued by 
Judge Tuley was served upon Deputy Hall 
and the injunction ordered him not to arrest 
Schofield. Hall had already taken the man 
into custody and was taking the prisoner to 
jail when he was served with another order 
to appear at once in Judge Gibbons’ court to 
show cause whiy he should not be punished 
for contempt. 

tlall went into Judge Gibbons’ court with 
the prisoner and the contempt charge was 
dismissed. Schofield was released on $2,000 
bail. The question whether the real estate 
man is to go to jail will be settled by Judge 
Tuley today. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Great interest has been shown by insurance men 
in the case of Thomas FE. Mitchell of Arlington, a 
suburb of Knoxville, Tenn., who was recently con- 
victed of setting fire to and burning his store. The 
fire occurred on Aug. 22, 1804. The loss was ad- 
justed and paid. Two more fires in the rebuilt 
store at short intervals, each under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, brought about an investigation of the 
young man’s previous career. It was learned that 
Mitchell, who had come into Arlington a short 
time previous to his first fire there, had been 
burned out in Omaha, Neb.; Detroit, Mich., and 
twice in Tennessee. He never had a fire unless 
well insured. A Warrant was sworn out for his 
arrest, and he was tried and convicted of arson. 
Judge Nelson of the Criminal Court overruled the 
motion for a new trial, expressing himself as en- 
tirely satisfied in his own mind as to the guilt of 
the defendant. It is said Mitchell was engaged in 
many cases of incendiarism which did not appear 
in the trial. Four times at least, it is said, he 
had been successful in burning his stores and get- 
ting the insurance. It is believed the fate of 
Mitchell will have a good influence on the “ moral 
hazard "’ of the State. 

** & 

The Auditor of Public Accounts of Nebraska has 
issued a statement of the risks written, premiums 
received, and losses incurred and paid by insurance 
companies in that State last year. It shows a 
total of eighty-two joint stock fire insurance com- 
panies of other States and countries operating in 
the State. Premiums received by these companies 
last year aggregated $1,327,929, losses incurred 
$710,046, and losses paid $867,956. Three Nebraska 
joint stock fire insurance companies show the fol- 
lowing totals for the year: Premiums received, 
$196,648; losses incurred, $76,001; losses paid, $79, - 
435. The Nebraska farmers’ mutual companies 
had an income for the year of $56,716, and the 
losses paid amounted to $18,143. The average ex- 
pense ratio of procuring the risks written in the 
State is estimated to be about 85 per cent of the 
premiums received.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS ONLY TO BE USED 
IN THE FIRST WARD. 


Controller Wetherell Orders Change 
Made in the District Bounded by 
the River, Lake Michigan, and 
Twelfth Street—One Hundred and 
Twenty-seven Additional Burners 
~—Plan of Finance Committee for 
Lighting Southern Part of the City. 

Electricity is to be substituted for street 
lighting purposes in the First Ward. Con- 
trolier Wetherell yesterday gave orders to 
Supt. Westman to cut off the 250 gas lamps 
now in service in that part of the city bound- 
ed by the river on the north and west, Lake 
Michigan on the east, and Twelfth street 
On the south. At the same time Controller 
Wetherell instructed his assistant, Frank 
Barrett; to arrange for 127 additional elec- 
tric lights, which will make in all 416 burners 
to light the streets of the down-town dis- 
trict. 

At the next meeting of the Council Finance 
committee, which will be held on Friday, a 
Plan will be discussed intended to partly 
Solve the gas lighting problem. In the ap- 
propriation for the year $140,000 was set 
aside for electric lighting and for gasoline 
lamps in the southern part of the city. It is 
Said this money ora great part of it will be 
given over to the gas lamp fund and used in 
lighting the city with gas. 

The Public Service committee of the County 
Board yesterday decided to experiment with 
an attachment to meters warranted to de- 
crease gas bills 25 to 50 per cent. 


MAY CONTRACT FOR JURY BOARD. 


County Attorney Gives an Opinion on 
the Subject. 


County Attorney Iles yesterday gave the 
Public Service committee of the County 
Board an opinion on the power of the County 
Board to contract with hotels for boarding 
jurors in criminal cases. He said the board 
has power to enter into such a contract. 

If a contract so made provides that the 
party contracting with the County Board 
shall have the exclusive right to board all 
jurors requiring board at the expense of the 
ccunty the Board of County Commissioners 
would be precluded from making a contract 
with another hotel to board jurors during the 
time specified in a former contract, and if 
such a contract were made-while the former 
contract was in force the county would be 
liable for breach of contract. 

The Superintendent of Public Service was 
instructed to advertise for bids to insure the 
county against loss by fire. The estimated 
amount of insurance needed is $908, 0U\, 


OBJECT TO A PROPOSED LOOP. 
Fight Against a Sixty-fourth Street 
Mensure, 

At a meeting yesterday of the Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South an 
ordinance giving the South Chicago City 
railway company permission to build a loop 
in Sixty-fourth street and Madison avenue 
was taktn up. It was not satisfactory to 
Ald. O'Neill and he made a fight which re- 

sulted in the measure being postponed. 

A large delegation of property-owners liv- 
ing in that vicinity who want the improve- 
ment was present and urged the committee 
to recommend it. They were opposed, how- 
ever,’ by a smaller delegation living west of 
the Illinois Central tracks, who said it would 
injure the entrance to Jackson Park if the 
company was permitted to lay a double 
track road in Sixty-fourth street. 

The present terminus of the South Chicago 
roa@ lands passengers a block away from 
the elevated and three blocks away from the 
lilinois Central station. 


BEALE ON THE FOUR-MILE LIMIT. 


He Advises the Evanston Residents to 
Appeal to the Courts. 

Corporation Counsel Beale thinks the resi- 
dents of Evanston hasty in denouncing the 
city officials with regard to the four-mile 
limit controversy. In discussing the matter 
yesterday he said: *‘ It is clearly a question 
of law. If I am wrong the people up there 
can ascertain that fact by going into court 
and getting a decision. My first impression 
was a survey from the Northwestern Uni- 
versity to the limits meant an airline. After 
looking into the subject, however, I changed 
my mind, and concluded the law contem- 
plated djstance reached by the shortest trav- 
eled road. Some years ago, in fact, a jury 
in Evanston decided a case in that way.” 


TEST THE BURNING OF GARBAGE. 
Anderson Pressed Brick Company to 
Begin the Work. 

An agreement has finally been made with 
the Anderson Pressed Brick company to try 
the burning of garbage. This concern con- 
ceived the idea some time ago garbage could 
be reduced to ashes in its brick kilns, and 
entered into a contract with the city to give 

the matter a sixty days’ trial. 

One day last week Ald. Madden, Chairman 
of the Finance committee, instructed Supt. 
Rhode to deliver garbage at the works of the 
company, but this was delayed until scales 
could be set up at the works, Elston and 
Fullerton avenues. For this test the city is 
to pay the brick company 65 cents a ton. 

It is asserted the furnaces ready for use 
will consume 100 tons every twenty-four 
hours. If the test proves satisfactory the 
city will enter into a permanent contract. 


SUBWAY FOR EVERY STREET. 
Twelfth Ward Residents Visit the City 
Hall. 

A delegation of citizens from the Twelfth 
Ward visited the City Hal! yesterday morn- 
ing to declare its objections to the closing 
of any street because of the elevation of the 
tracks of the Pan-Handle and the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroads in Rockwell 
street. The delegation was headed by Ald.

Reject P. Kenefick & Co.’s Offer.

Against Policeman John Riley. 
Charges of persecution will be preferred 
before Chief Badenoch against Policeman 
John Riley of the West Lake Street Police 
Station, by Justice Chott, growing out of the 
case of Georgie Davis, which was brought 

before his Honor yesterday. 

Policeman Riley arrested the woman in 
West Madison street last Saturday night.

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LOOK INTO THE PAYROLLS. 
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CIVIC FEDERATION AGENTS WORK- 
ING IN SOUTH AND WEST TOWNS. 


No Special Results Yet Obtained—See- 
rgtary Easley Expects a Report on 
ddresses and Locations Today— 
Hampered by Lack of Full Records 
in Hogan’s District—Mandamus Will 
Not Lie—Collector Redieske Invites 

' Broad Ipvestigation ef His Office. 


Civie Federation investigation of South 
and West Town payrolls was continued 
yesterday, but no developments of special 
fnterest were made. The work has not pro- 
gressed to a point where anything of a sen- 
eational nature could reasonably be expect- 


"In the South Town,” said Secretary Eas- 
ley, “‘we have ejght men looking up the 
addresses and locating the men carried on 
the rolls. These investigators will report to 
me today. Such steps as we may take later 
will be determined after we have digest- 
€d these reports. It is likely a course of 
action will be determined on at Thursday's 
meeting. 

“The Civic Federation is greatly ham- 
pered in its South Town work by not hav- { 
ing the full records of that office, but we 
must do the best possible without them. 
Our attorney says we cannot mandamus 
the book in which the addresses we require 
have been kept.’’ 

Clerks in the office of the Civic Federation 
are now working on copies of Supervisor F. 
E. Brickson’s West Town rolls. All possi- 
ble facilities have been furnished by West 
Town ofticials, Secretary Easley says, for 
a careful and thorough examination. 


How the Work Is Done. 


The mode of procedure is to check the 
rolls with the time books and vouchers. 
No irregularities of any kind have so far 
been discovered. The same names are, 
sometimes found on two rolls, but in cases 
of this kind the men have been transferred 
from inside to outside work, as in the case 
ef employés who were at first clerks and 
later deputy collectors.”’ 
~ In the case of the West Town rolls no resi- 
dence addresses are attached thereto, but 
appear on the Collector’s bonds. These 
documents have been placed at the disposal 
of the Civic Federation. 

North Town payrolls were not called for 
by the Civic Federation yesterday, but they 
@an readily be had whenever wanted. Col- 
fector Paul Redieske and Chief Deputy 
Fred A. Bussey say they have nothing what- 
ever to conceal, and will submit payrolls 
f and addresses and any other books or pa- 

pers’ to the Civic Federation committee or 
rem other authorized investigators at any 
me, 
Collector Redieske Ready. 

* Committeeman Rand is the only Civic 
Federation man I have seen up to the pres- 
ent time,’’ Collector Redieske said yester- 
day. ‘ He called on me at the North Town 
offices last week, and I offered him every 
facility for any investigation he might wish 
to make, but he declined to undertake the 
work of examination until a full committee 
could be present. 

“I shall welcome them whenever it is 
their pleasure to call on me. The office 
and every record in it are at their full and 
complete disposal whenever they want them. 
Whatever may be the situation in other 
towns, we have nothing to conceal. The 
methods of this office have been norable 
and business-like, and will stand the clos- 
est scrutiny . 

“I am perfectly willing any of the North 
Town payrolls ould be checked by any 
authorized committee. both with the time 
books and with the Town Clerk’s vouch- 
ers. If they do not agree in all particulars 

‘ then I will admit there has been something 
wrong, but I have no fears of the result. 


Cost of the Administration. 


“As to the expenses of conducting the of- 
fice during my administration,” said Mr. 
_Redieske, “ the records will show they have 
been $2, ss on the payroll alone than 
under my immediate predecessor, Mr. Hex- 
ter, while ¢ollections on personal property 
tuxes have been $128,000 greater. Ninety- 
five.per cent of taxes on the books have been 
collected. Of the remainder 4 per cent rep- 
resent ‘failures’—that is, men who have 
succumbed to hard times, gone out of busi- 
ness, etc. The 1 per cent making up the 5 
is a percentage nobody on earth could col- 
lect, or cases where money would actually 
be saved by letting them go.”’ 

Chief Deputy Bussey expressed himselt 
substantially the same as Collector Redieske, 
admitting his entire willingness to assist 
authorized investigators, wherever they 
came from, at any time and in any Way. 

“It has been claimed,” he said, ‘the 
yecords of this office are not accessible 

.°The only time they were ever called for and 
were not forthcoming was when they were 
locked in the vault and the time was after 
office hours.”

_ At the meeting of the West Town Board 
of Auditors yesterday Justices Eberhardt, 
Sabath, and Chott refused to vote on a mo- 
tion to approve a long list of vouchers for 
deputy collectors, and the bills will have to 
_ lie over until the next meeting of the board, 
@ March 381. No business was transacted by 
the board. | 

The meeting was a special one, called to 
transact the business before the last regular 
meeting, adjourned for want of a quorum. 
Justices Eberhardt, Sabath, Chott, La Buy, 
Sieverson, Doyle, Supervisor Erickson, and 
Clerk Barry were present. The only bust- 
ness before the meeting was the approval 
of vouchers for nearly $900, for the payment 
of deputy collectors, the number of vouchers 
being 110.

TEN SHOPS ARE CLOSED. 


STRIKERS CHARGED WITH VI0O- 
LENCE IN THEIR EFFORTS, 


Contractors Assert Non-Union Men 
Were Forced to Quit—Also Say That 
Threats Were Made if Orders Were 
Not Obeyed—Fight at Greenberg's 
Fiaee, Followed by Arrest of Pro- 
prietor—Garment-Workers Claim 
They Only Employed Moral Suasion 


Garment workers out on a strike in sym- 
pathy with the clothing cutters were yester- 
day accused of using violence in their ef- 
forts to call out all the shops in the city. 

Reports were made to the Manufacturers’ 
Association in the afternoon from ten con- 
tractors, who said the strikers had called at 
their places in committees numbering as 
many as twenty, and forced their non-union 
employés to quit work. It was said these 
poople were willing to work, were getting 
fair pay, and had no grievances against 
their employers. 

It is also said the strikers threatened vio- 
lence if they were not obeyed. This is denied 
by the officers of the unions, who say only 
moral suasion was used.

MURDERED BY AN UNKNOWN MAN. 


Maggie Mullen Killed at Her 
Home, No. 15 Green Street. 
During a quarrel yesterday afternoon with 


Mrs. 


a man unknown to her Mrs. Maggie Mullen, | 


No. 15 Green street, received a knife wound 
in her right side, which resulted in her death 
twenty minutes later. The woman's slayer 
escaped and the police throughout the city 
are now searching for him. The murder 
took place in a poorly furnished room called 
home by Mrs. Mullen, which is on the sec- 
ond floor in the two-story frame building. 
She rented the room from Mrs. Lucinda 
heed. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock a shabbily dressed 
man, apparently 50 years of age, was ad- 
mitted into the house by the Mullen woman, 
who accompanied him to her room on the 
second floor. Mrs. Reed, who was in a room 
adjoining the one occupied by Mrs. Mullen, 
heard loud talking by the man. The talk- 
ing ceased for a time, when suddenly a 
shriek was heurd throughout the building, 
and Mrs. Mullen cried out: “ lam dying.” 
.Mrs. Reed heard the cry as did also her 
sister, Amelia Ward. They ran towards the 
hallway leading to the room where the 
scream came from, when they were met in 
the hallway by the man. He carried a 
bloody knife in his right hand, which he 
brandished above the heads of the two 
women. 

‘“‘If any of you dare to stop mel will kill 
you!’ he shouted as he ran down the hall- 
way towards the stairs. Mrs. Reed at- 
tempted to seize him, when he madea plunge 
at her head with the knife. The bloody 
blade just grazed her head and she ran 
into her room, locking the door. Amelia, 
however, followed the murderer into Green 
street and shouted for help. The man ran 
south in Green street to Washington boule- 
vard, and east in that thoroughfare to Hal- 
sted street. Amelia was close at his heels, 
but when Halsted street was reached he 
escaped her by running into a saloon and out 
through the rear door into the alley. The 
pursuit had the effect of attracting a large 
crowd, but Miss Ward was so excited she 
was unable to tell what had happened until 
after the man had escaped. 

The wounded woman locked the door of 
her room and hid herself in a clothes closet, 
where she divested herself of all her cloth- 
ing and lay upon the floor. She cried con- 
tinually: ‘“‘Il amdying! Lamdying!”’ Mrs. 
IKkeed called to her to open the door, but the 
dying woman refused to openit. The door 
was forced vpen and Mrs. Reed applied 
bandages to the wound in Mrs. Mullen’s 
right side, which appeared insignificant. 

The police at the Desplaines Street Police 
Station were notified and the police ambu- 
lance sent for the woman. She died, how- 
ever, on the way to the County Hospital. 
Policeman Sailor, in charge of the ambu- 
lance, tried to learn who her assailant was, 
but Mrs. Mullen was too weak to tell. 

When it was learned Mrs. Mullen had died 
as a result of the wound a dozen policemen 
in citizens’ clothes were sent out to search 
for the murderer. Heawas seen to come out 
of the house by several men who were walk- 
ing along Green street. Carl Kunze of No. 
477 Milwaukee avenue said the man ran 
down Green street with the knife in his 
hand, defying any one to stop his progress. 
He described the man as & years old, five 
feet ten inches tall, smooth face, and dark 
complexion. He wore a brown overcoat, 
black trousers, and a black derby hat. 

The .police at every station in the city 
were informed of the murder soon after it 
occurred, and a detailed description of the 
man was given them. The officers are also 
searching for Frank Mullen, husband of 
the dead woman.
